Journal said Killam was 
married to a stripper who 
worked for Jack Ruby in 
Balias, The paper also said 
that Killam worked as 
a house painter with a man 
named Jack Carter, who 
had roomed in Dallas at 
one time with Lee Harvey 
Oswald. 

KIl lam’s brother, Earl, 
asked the solicitor to ex- 
hume the body to deter- 
mine the cause of death. 

Police listed the death as 


a probable suicide, but the 
coroner had called the 
death accidental, the news- 
paper said. 

NECK GASH 

. The corner. Dr* A. H. 
Northup, said ihis records 
showed Killam suffered “a 
long, three- Inch-deep lacer- 
ation over the lower left 
side of the neck. Apparent- 
ly sustained deep lacera- 
tion In throat when he fell 
through a plate glass win- 
dow,” the newspaper said. 


Solicitor Carl Harper said 
he took a statement from 
Killam this morning and 
would decide after an in- 
vestigation whether to ex- 
hume the body. He would 
not discuss the statement 
or his planned investiga- 
tion. 

Earl Killam was quoted 
as saying his brother told 
him tha t ' ‘agents ” and 
"plotters” visited him re- 
peatedly after the assassi- 
nation, when the brother 




was living in Dallas while 
his wife worked for Ruby 
as a stripper, the newspa- 
per said. 

Finally, the newspaper 
quoted the brother, Thom- 
as Killam left Texas and 
returned to Pensacola to 
live with his mother. 

But he still complained 
of being constantly ques 
tioned by the "agents” 
about the presidential as- 
sassination, the brother 


was quoted as saying. 

. - - Killam moved to Tampa 
and . worked for three 
months, but still felt that 
he was being harassed by 
the "agents h " the brother’s 
story continued. 

TM DEAD MAN' 
Killam returned to Pen- 
sacola in the middle of 
March, the newspaper said, 
and two days before he was 
found dead he told his 
brother: 

'Tm a dead man, I've 


run as far as I’m going to 
run.”' t 

The newspaper said Kil- 
lam never identified the 
"agents” specifically. 

Harper said he had not 
heard of any controversy 
surrounding the Killam 
death until he was contact- 
ed by reporter Eddie Nark- 
or of the Pensacola newspa- 
per last night. 

Harper said he had not 
talked to district attorney 


James Garrison of New Or- 
leans, but planned to talk 
to him as part of his inves- 
tigation. 

Thomas ■ Kiilam’s wife, 
Wanda, had been associat- 
ed with Ruby for 15 years, 
the brother was reported as 
saying. 

Ruby shot Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, the man the Warren 
Commission said killed 
President Kennedy in Dal- 
las Nov. 22, 1963.
